Ōma‘o Road is a narrow residential road not intended to be used as a detour route and is not designed 

for high traffic or truck traffic volumes. The speed limit is 25 mph for the entire length of Ōma‘o Road. 

Through trucks are prohibited on Ōma‘o Road for the duration of this project.  

Construction of the Koloa Road Roundabout central island is projected to be complete by the 

end of December 2022.  Dates and times are subject to change depending on weather and other factors.
